The borrespondonco concerninK this 
.petted and pampci-cd public institution 
-Wtti ib* read with mingled feelings ot 
amasMmenfc and diagust. Tho details seem 
almofet too boj-iibic for belief; and were 
thej nnaupported by the unimpeoohnble 
testimooy of tho officers of the institution 
•would be received with incredulity. The 
school would appear lo have gone com- 
pletely to tbe bad, and wo gi«h«ly fear 
that no amount of pa«otiing ^ot tinkering 
will restore public confllfence^'or induce 
parents who have a proper ireg^d for the 
moral welfare of their ohiiai«n;;tpj again 
tend Ihem to on institnlion wUioh hna 
failed more from its surroundings (so we 
Bather from Mr. Clemitbon s statement) 
than from any fault of its present manage- 
meiit<---^be Cache Creak boarding school 
was an experiment. lu its establishment 
and maintenance it has co^t many thou- 
Baadtddllan.'aod.we feel compel. cd to say 
tHa'iit has not raet even the reasonable 
expectations of its promoters. With tbe 
attendance fallen to fifteen scholars— and 
moat of those, orobably, demoralized and 
corrupted— there is little room for doubt 
that tbe experiment lias proved nn expen- 
sive failure, and the Bourd of Education 
would bo justitied in breaking up the es- 
tablishment and usiuR the nionoy appro- 
priated fur its support to further other 
more worthy objects. 

WHOLESOME. . 



The discussion which tookplace yester- 
day on the unauthorized Iby the House) 
increase of olHoial ealaries wilF have a 
■wholesome effect' on^Bn governinenta. It 
oime out in debate ihat "every govern- 
ment pinco confederation has been in the 
baliit ol rai'-ing the salaries of ofHcials 
without conHuItiug llie House, and com 
ing to tbo House und asking for mithority 
Oder the increased salaries bad been paid.

THE CACHE CBEEK SCHOOL SCAN- 
DAL! 

Frightful Demoralization. 

Deputy Superiflteudent to the Superin- 
tendent of Education. 

Caciik Cheek, B. C, March 20, 1877. 
DEAitSin,— I intended writing last 
wei'k,butcoi t iin disclosures recently made 
with rt'spect to tho immoiMlity of sorao of 
the scholHva here, led me to postpone my 
letter until the trustees should have met 
and considered the question. 

The imEobral acts comi^lained of have 
Bt retched over a period commencing about 
Chrirtmna last, and closing some ^hort 
timo bofdvo till' miittor was brought to Mr. 
Irwin's nolice, wliich occurred during my 
ab.-ouco— I think on tho 22i)d Fobru iry. 

Hoping that tho uufonniiaio buaineas 
might not become public, Mr. Irwin 
thought it aclvi-ablo to di-fer cousu tiug 
the Trustees till their regular meeting, 
which ought to havo taken place ou tho 
3rd inst. There was no quorum, however, 
and tho opportunity was afforded Mr. Ir- 
win of briijging tho subject before the 
Board. Since thut timo tho Trustees have 
held t^.'o Bpeciul meetings, tho lirst being 
for tho purpose of decidiujj upon kucIi 
steps as mifiht bu considered necessary to 
mitigate, if not to obviate, the barm likely 
to upiiug from the scandal becoming 
widelj' spread. 

Tho majority of the Trustees present 
(Messrs. Saudford, Park, Seralin, and 
Barnes,) decided, iMr. Park opposing, to 
call upon Mr. and Mrs. Irwin to send in 
their resignation — !i courto which, in my 
opinion, will have a tendency to injure ilie 
Bchool rather than to satisfy the public 
mind. At that meeting I gave my view 
as to the proper cour.-o to bo pursued.viz., 
to expel such of the scholiis us, alter a 
thorough investigation, should bo proved 
to bo the ringleaJers, letting it bu known 
thut these scholars were expelled in order 
to protect the interests of the school. 

I felt convinced then, and aui strength- 
ed in my opinion by the expression of 
public feeling that I have siuce heard, 
that tho general tense of the community 
woulit endorse such a conrso; but the 
Tiustees took a difft-reut view and deemed 
it imporutive ou them to suripend Mr. und 
Mrs. Irwin; charging them with neglect 
of duty and want of proper supervision. 
. Now, asa resident ut tbe school during 
the greater portion of jkhe time covered by 
tho imiuorul acts tidmitted by the child- 
ren, and as having a grave responsibility 
resting upon mytolf in tho matter, I con- 
^il1f!r myself to be guilty of the very faults 
laid to the charge of tbo Teacher and Ma- 
tron. 

Tho specific crmplaints urged by tho 
Trustees maybe briefly stated thus:— 1st. 
Neglect of duty in not lock'ng tho door 
of the girls' dormitory every night. 2nd. 
Want of proper vigilancu as evinced by 
fact of the long continuance of the im- 
moral practices. 3rd. Breach of duty in 
falling to report to tbo Trustees at once. 

With regdrd to the first charge I may 
say that I consider it a very dangerous 
and imprudent step to keep the door lock- 
ed. In case of fire breaking out in the 
ditling-room at night, the most diGBcult 
place to reach, if tho fiames gained much 
headway, would be the very door which 
should first be opened; and, certainly, if 
I were teacher of tho school, I should de- 
cidedly refuse to lock the door on my own 
responsibility. If there is anything 
blameworthy in leaving the door unlock- 
ed, which -I do not for a moment admit, 
then the Trnstees clearly must be guilty 
parties, since they never inslructed Mr. 
Irwin to do any thing of the kind; and I 
am convinced that had any accident oc- 
curred through the door's btring. looked, 
the Trubt'^es would have been ilia firfet to 
censure the Teacher. 

Taking the srcond charge, I can only 
judgo Mr. and Mrs. Irwin by myself. In 
fact, it is plain enough that, us my bed- 
room wasclcsor to tho ilormitory ihan tho 
bedroom occupied by Mr. aodMr.-i. Irwin 
and since, on that account, I -(vas in a 
better posi'iun to detect auv surreptitious 
aoiiou on the part of pupils, I am much 
moie culpable than the Teacher 'and Ma- 
tron. Now, as tho outer doors of tbe 
building were locked, and also ihe door 
lia ling from tho dining room to the bciys' 
stairciiso, tbo latter door being fdstooed 
from the girW side, it was considered 
porlectly ^afe, as nothing could bo douo 
without, the CO operation of the girls, who 
must of necessity from their room, 
with such chanco.-i ofdeteuiion- as would 
have been deemed sufficiently deterrent, 
even if any idea had been entertained tl at 
the imprnprieties would have originated 
with the girl-s. 

With regard to the third charge, I iiavo 
already spoken of Mr. Irwin, s intention 
of biriugiu^ the subject before the Trus- 
tees at their first meeting. Knowing tlio 
members of the Poard as thoroughly as I 
do now, and guided by the iuiprudeni 
and unfair beli ivior of one of them tinco 
<hn meetings, I feci (]uito Hitisfiied that 
their outcry agaiusi Mr. Irwin on this 
score has prompted more by an unworthy 
feeling of pique than by any sincere con- 
viction that there had been remissness on 
tho Teacher's part. 

In summing up the whole subject. I wifh 
to draw your utteiinon to the f. clings and 
opinions that liayo a-rtiiute i myself and 
Teacher and Matron in our mauageniunt 
of the school. Viewing the qutationfrom 
a higher standpoint 'vtbao the Troateies 
seem, capable of reaching, it bos bern our 
object, by every means in our power, to 
arouse a deep senso of self-respect in the 
breasts of tho children. We considered 
that, apart from giviug religious instruc- 
tion, which wo did not feel ourselves at 
liberty to impart, the wisest plan, and 
tliat most caluiilated to raise the moral 
tone of tho pupils, was to create the htrong- 
est possible convictions of tho atisohiio 
necessity, at all times, of avoiding even 
the appearance of evil; and to awaken any 
senno of honor lliey niit,'ht posses by show- 
ing contidoijco in their good intentions, 
rather than by chilling und reprersing 
ttiein by any xtistinot and p^lpable.sign of 
sucpicion ond mistrust. Instead of do- 
grading ourselves and the chi dron by 
what might havo been unworthy and un- 
just expressions of c-'oubt, wo endeavoured 
to footer a feeling of confidence in our- 
selves by f-howing that good conduct 
would invariably lead us to repoae confi- 
dence in those under onr obargerin spite 
of this unfortunate check to "o*nr hopes, 
which bad bucn raised by tho improved 
apiioaranco and deportment of the chil- 
dren, I yet hold that we adopted tlio only 
syrt^m calculated to turn out good relia- 
ble men and women from the school; and 
whatever bolrajal of our trust has boon 
displayed by the pupils, must, I think, 
and I am sure you wi 1 think, be imputed 
to outward influences and not to any de- 
fect in our munagomeDt. 



that may seem harsh or overdrawn, but I 
cannot clo.so my eyos to tha offoct that tho 
horrible state of social life hero must havo 
upon tbe children brought up under the 
influence: and there, is no doubt iu my 
mind that the Trnstees sh.onld have exor- 
cised sullicient ncif-deniul, if it required 
nny self-denial, to have allowed tlioir 
children to remain ot school duiing tho 
whdlo of each teim, and thou tho rulo 
could oafily linvo bicn made general 
This continued absenco from tbo hurtful 
and,pplluted influences surrnnnding the 
honio life of radiiy of the oliildivn must 
havo hod a much stronger tendency to 
eradicate evil impreRBions and to build up 
the higher and nobler life of the tcboLu-s 
than the pernicious system could iiJhsibly 
exert. 

Our school is now roducoJ to fiftoen, a 
falling off of eleven since my lust mention 
of the attendance. Two of the abisntoes 
wo expect to return, as tboy havo beon 
takou away to assist ihi ir latlx r. 01' tlie 
olliors, i.liroo werLi reinovoii on account of 
being rotiiiired at liouie; tivu were taken 
away without any stat'-mi nt on th'j i)art 
of their paients, a'thmi^h I think the 
present difUculty was not tbe primo can e 
of their leaving; the remaining pupil was 
one of tho rin^ileadera ^n, the impro| er 
practices and, in my opinion, should have 
boon exuell! d. 

Whilol hold myself and Mr. and Mrs. 
Irwin to bo perfectly clear of any blame 
respecting tlie alleged uegleor, yet, after 
the iicti-m of tue Trustees, towards Mr. 
and Mrs. Irwin, I have no alternative hut 
to resign, for I moat disiiucily and cin- 
phatically refuse to be ussnciated any lon- 
ger with tho mcmljf r.s vi tl.o Bwaul. No 
one can bo more ready or willing than 
inyaolf to a'-cept nny lesi'iinnto responsi- 
bility, but I btroiigly object to be, by iin- 
plicaiiun, ideutiflud with deeds I never 
endorse nor in the re:.<otest degree coun- 
tenance.

THE WELLINGTON TBOUBLES. 

The Sheriff's Party Hesisted; their Work 
Partly Accomplished .' 

Sheriff Hirris, ond his party of 18 da- 
putios, returned from Departure Bar yai- 
tezdiiy morning, having sucooeedid in 
eJ.^ctmg four of the miners in posaasMon 
of the Dunsmuir-Digglo bouses. The 
party landed from the steamer Grapplcr 
on i^'riday morning and proceeded toward 
Ibo houses. Ou arrival there they «era 
met by n crowd of men and women, num- 
bering from 150 to 200, who tried to dis- . 
stiade the deputies from their purpo»e: 
but the men at once broke in tho doors 
which wore looked, and commenced tbe 
work of ejectment. The crowd then ba- 
oame furious, and beforo the deputies had 
lintshed tho second b.mse began to uonr 
a Yoliimo of mthy epithets on the Sheriff 
and bis asRisfants, and also to attack than 
with fcticks, stones and fiats, driving the 
mam ' ody of the deputies as far as Mr 
Dunsmnir's honse. On the way the crowd 
endeavored to push Fcveral cf tha depu- 
ties off the bridge. Had they succeeded 
in accomplishing this the full might have 
b<;en fatal. Meanwhile Sheriff Harrin, 
with three others who bad been loft be^ 
hind, suceeoded iu cjoctiog the occupants 
of two other houses, numbering sis 
in all. At Mr. Dnnsmuirs house . 
the mob left tho deputies for ihe purpose 
of procuring tin cans, &o., with which 
they intended serenading the dofoudora 
of tho law. Beforff this, however, could 
bo accomplished Sheriff Harris and party 
ru-embarked ou board the Grappler, which 
Fhortiy afror left for Victoria, arriving at 
4 a m. yesterday. 

We are huppy to state (hit though sor- 
oi-al of tho pa 1/ leceiv d somo hard 
knocks from both sticks, stone., and fists, 
especially from tho wo.uen, thoy all re- 
turned hero free from any serious injury. 
The Sheriff has now succeeded iu ejecting 
the occnpants of six out of tbe twelve to 
be ejHcted. Wo trust that the occupants 
of tbe remnining six will see theabsurdity 
of attt^pting to resist the law which must 
inevitably get the hotter of them. 

BiBTH ON Shipboabd.— Au interesting 
eveut took place on board the steamship 
City of Panama on the evening of tbe day 
on which that veesel sailed from San 
Francisco.
